for when through our Father Adams cranſs 
grdſion, wee were become childien of perditi- 
on, there was no meanesto bring ys fom the 
yoake of finne and dainnation, but onely Icfas 
Chriſt our Lord, who giuing vs that by grace, 
which was by nature his, made vs through 
faith the children of God, who when char ful- 
neſlc of time was come, was conceived by the 
power of the holy Ghoſt, borne of the Virgin 
Mery (according to the fleſh) and preached in 
earth the Goſpecll of Saluation, ri at lengrh by 
tyrannic of the Prieſts, hee was vuiltlefly con- 
demnecd vader Pontizs Pilate, then Preſident 
of Iury, and moſt ſlanderonfly hanged on the 
Crofle berweene two theeues, as a notorious 
ereſpaſſer,, where taking ypon him the puniſh- 


mentofour fiancs,: hee dcluered .vs from the 


Eurſe ofthe law, 

And for as much as hee being onely God, 
Could nor fecle death, neither being onely 
man, could ouercome death, hee ioyned both 
together, and ſuffered his humanitie ro be pu- 
niſhed with moſt cruell death, feeling in him- 
ſclfe the anger and ſeuere indgement of God, 
Euen as hee had beene in extreme torments. of 
hell, and therefore cried with a loud voice, 
My God, my God , why haſt thou forſaken 
mee $5 Thus ofhis mercy, witaour compulſton, 
hee offered vp him'fe as the onely ſacrifice ro 
purge the finnes of all che «erld, fo thar all 
other ſacrifices for finne, arc blaſphemous, and 
derogate from the ſefficicrcie hcreof, which 
death, 2lbcicir did ſufficiently reconcile vs to 
God, yet the Scriptures. commonly doe attris 
bure our regeneration to his reſurre&ion For 
as by rifing againe from the graue the third day, 
hee conquered death, cuen fo the vigore of 
our faith ſtanJech in his reſurreRion . and 
therefore without the one, wee cannot fecle 
the benefits of the ether, For as by his 
death finne was raken away, ſo our righteonſ. 
neſſe was reſtored by his refurrefion. And 
becauſe hee would accompliſh all things, and 
take- poſſeſſion for vs in his kinzdome, hee 
aſcended ints heauen, to enlarge the ſame king. 
dome , by the abundant power of his ſpi:it, 
by whom wee are molt aſſured of his contis 
nuall interceſſion towards God the Father 
for vs. | ; 

And although hee bee in heauen as touch- 
ing his corporall preſeacce, where the Father 
hath now ſer him at his right hand, commit» 
ting ynto him the adminiſtration of 211 things,

ſcruice, mans merits, with ſuch Ike, which 
draw vs trom the ſociene of Chriſts Church, 
wherein ſtandeth onely remiflion of ſinnes, 
purchaſed by Chrilts bloud to all them that:
